Movements 
Of Troops 


Earlier in the afternoon, an 
American pilot of a CAT nireraft 
raid that while fying over Chena- 
tu he noticed a lot of Nutionalist 
troops travelling Southward from 
Chengtu on highways, whereas 
trom the North West, also on 
highwayr. some more Nationalist 
troops were pouring Into Cheng- 
tu. 

“Almost on every 
there were people and — troops 
either travelling , into ‘or out 
of the city,” the pilot sald. "One 
could hardly determine whe- 
ther the Nationalists were rei. 
forcing the eity or withdrawing 
from it” 

Asked whether the Gencralis- 
simo’s private plane was still in 
Chengtu’s Hsin Chuen airport 
(used by. the Chinese Atr, Force). 
the pilot sald that when he Icft 
there at About 8.30 a.m. yesterday 
the Skymaster wus still there but 
gruund crews were servicing it 
as if it was going to take off any- 
time during tho morning. 

“The plane’s captaln even con- 
tacted mo by radto when my ship 
was airborne,” he continued. “He 
wanted to know about the wes- 
ther.”

people, the Jews, Since barber 
and Hynkel look more alike than 
an identical set of twins, it fs in- 
evitable that Hynkel eventually 


becomes the hated Jewistr bar- 
ber, and the barber the leader of 
the “master race”, 

While “The Great Dictator” {s 
a hilarious comedy, it ts at the 
rame time also a satire on Gov- 
ernment and o call to humanity 
that slaves arc made, not born, 
and that freedom can and must 
be won, Jt js in our present 
day, ns it-was in the days of 
Nazi Germany, a timely master~ 
piece with a message for every- 
body, young and old, showing 
the good and the bad in’ man 
urging one and all to conquer 
the bad so that all the finer qua- 
lities in humanity may reign for 
the better, 

If you sce Charlie Chaplin's

PLATFORMS COME 
TO HONG KONG 


Plato described Democracy 
as a charming form of gov- 
ernment, full of variety and 
disorder, dispensing a sort of 
equality to equals and 
unequals alike, One may not 
be so sure about its charms 
but never more sure than in 
these totalitarian days of its 
deep and abiding values. Par- 
liaments are its topmost 
towers, but its foundations lie 
deep in village and town, and 
in the aspirations of the com- 
mon man. In its own way the 
parish council is no less a 
part of it than the town or 
county council. The Tailors 
of Tooley Street were good 
democrats and had a right to 
their views. They belong to 
the Grand Comedy of Poli- 
tical Manners because of a 
certain largeness of gesture: 
“We, the People of England.” 

It is a matter of some mo- 
ment that democratic institu- 
tions have begun to’ develop 
in this small Colony, which no 
longer lives to Itself alone. 
Reference has been made to 
the role of the Hong Kong Boy 
as a link between East and 
West. The principle is true 
in far wider application. The 
world is confronted, with two 
great rivalries in the funda- 
mental way of life, and even 
Hong Kong cannot stay 
beyond their reach. 

An Indian celebrity who did 
not owe his fame to politics 
once went on a pilgrimage. 
He visited all the great cities 
and ports where the men from 
the West first settled in the 
pioneer days, all the way from 
Bombay to Yokohama. He 
formed the conclusion that the 
institutions they set up in 
these, places, from sanitary 
boar to newspapers, had 
more influence on the Asian 
peoples around them than all 
the oratory and preachments 
of Macaulay and his fellow- 
reformers. 

This remains true today. 
The peoples of Asia, caught in 
the. grip of the rival world 
systems, watch the evolution 
of: self-government, and. de- 
mocratic institutions in India, 
Pakistan, Ceylon, Burma, and 
Malaya far more intently than 
they studied, first, the de- 
velopment of democracy : in 
Britain, and then, during the 
war years, in the self-govern- 
ing Dominions. One Muni- 
clpal or Legislative Council 
set.down in their midst 'is now 
of ‘more influence ‘upon the 
people than all the institu~ 
Hors. of ‘Democracy ' put'-to- 
gether in the parent lands in

‘By “WINDRUSH” 


The “New Statesman” con- 
tinued recently the series of 
articles by Michael Lindsay 
on his recent visit to Commu- 
nist China, Mr Lindsay work- 
ed for some years during the 
war at Yenan as a radio ex- 
pert for the Communists and 
got to know Mao Tse-tung 
and Chu Teh. 


His reports on the renewal of 
his contacts with his old friends, 
now moved by fortune from the 
locas cuves of Yenan to the 
splendour of Peking, have been 
exciting very much = interest in 
England, Mr. Lindsay was ac- 
companied on his tour by his 
Chinese wife. 


In the article, Mr Lindsay con- 
tradicts the belief widely held in 
Britain, that there are great divi- 
sions and factions among the 
Communists. "The Chinese Cam- 
munist Party has. been remark- 
ably free {rom Internal feuds 
since Mac Tsc-tung's rise to 
jeadership. The speculations 
nbout feuds between rival groups 
which have often been made by 
foreign commentators on China 
seem to have been based on false 
analogies and very flimsy evi- 
dence.” 

Mr. Lindsay docs, however, as- 
sert that there {s a division of a 
different kind among the Chinese 
Communists, This is ‘division 
of the soul often found the in- 
dividual party member. For this 
reason Mr. Lindsay calls his arti- 


cle “Split Personality”. 
There Is A Conflict 


He writes “There Is a conflict 
between two opposing tendencies. 
On the one hand there {s rational 
thought, good administration, and 
respect for the common = man; 
on the other, unreasoning fnith in 
dogma, bureaucracy, and con- 
tempt for the individual. 

“To an outside observer this 
conflict seems very fundamental; 
the development of China ts like- 
ly to take compictely different 
paths according to which ten- 
dency predominates, But, talk- 
ing to people in the Communist 
Party, one found that they cither 
failed to see the existence of the 
conflict or else considered it com- 
paratively unimportant. 

“One could classify people ac~ 
cording to the tendency which 
seemed to be uppermost in their 
thinking; but, because they them- 
selves did not feel the-distinction 
important, the representatives of 
the two tendencies did not “form 
opposing groups. The result was 
to give an extraordinary impres~ 
sion of split personality. There 
would be sudden contrasts in the 
pattern of thought and behaviour 
without, apparently, any con- 
sctousness of the change. ,Some-

Mr. Lindsay found that, on the 
whole, the “doctrinaire’ way of 
thinking prevailed among the 
minor functlonorics, and the “ra- 
tlonal” way among the leaders. 

“While a ‘doctrinaire’ local offi- 
clal will obey definite orders from 
above, it is hard to make him 
responsive to the opinions of the 
local population or prevent him 
from feeling that any critics of 
his policies would be suppressed 
as reactionarics, 

“When the policies of lotal off- 
cials alienate popular supp 
they are nearly alwoys chang 
when the situation becomes 
known to the higher suthorities, 
But when mistakes arc only cor- 
rected from above, there is often 
a very tong time lag.” 


Japanese Treaty 


The “New Statesman" has also 
an article on the treaty with Jo- 
pan; so had the “Economist.” The 
“New Statesman” warns its read- 
era that there will be much popu- 
lar opposition In Japan to o treaty 
with the West which cacludes 
China and Russin. There Is a 
strong fecling in Japan that a 
rupture of its traditional tles with 
China Is not to its advantage. 

The “Economist” argues on 
the contrary that there was no 
real alternative to a trenty exclu- 
ding Russia, It would be im- 
possible to get Russiim agreement 
to the continuance of Amerl- 
can forces in Japan for an inde- 
finite time; But without this 
force being present, Japan might 
either go Communist or become 
again extremely nationalist. The 
West could risk neither possi- 
bility. F 

In another: issue of the “Econo- 
mist” there is a long article on 
the position of India,’ called 
“Dethi and the Future.” —_ndia’s 
Economic situation is grave: but 
India 1s fortunnte that {ts grow- 
ing economic crisis coincides with 
growing American interest in its 
prosperity. America Is trying to 
combat Communism in Asia by 
building up economic well-being, 
and India will probably be the 
chief field for tts operations. 

The difficulty of India is that It 
needs urgently two different kinds 
of imports, and can hardly pay 
for either, It needs food to keep 
its people alive: It needs capital 
equipment to mitigate in- the 
future the country’s alarming 
poverty. “Mdia’s own resources 
ure at present insufficient both to 
feed its people and’ improve their 
standard of: living ata satibfac- 
tory rate.” - ' 

The “Economist” holds that the 
biggest sihgle. .factor, throttling 
India’s economy. is the ‘excesslye 
cost of government, This 1s one 
fifth of .the ‘entire . national in- 
come.*'In,.the provinces, govern- 
tent expenditure has increased 
while .revenues have «declined;

Adenauer 
On German 
Army 


Duesseldorf, December 7. 

Dr. Konrad Adenauer, the 
West German Federal Chan- 
cellor, said here today that 
East-West tension had shar- 
pened recently and that the 
Germans might be called upon 
to take part in West European 
defence. 


He told the Annual Congress 
qt his Christian Democratic Party: 
“After what has happened we re- 
nounce war with genulne disgust. 
We are entirely opposed to war, 


“The Allies, who have disarm- 
cd Germany, are now responsible 
for Germany's security. The 
tension between East and West 
has sharpened recently. It ts to 
be hoped that there will be no 
war. But If two powers are 
making military preparations it 
is, possible that something may 
happen, Germany will then He 
between them unprotectéd and 
disanned," . 


Dr. Adenauer added: “it can- 
not be asked that Germans shobld 
serve in foreign armies, We do 
not want fo be mercenaries or 
hirelings.

Kostov did, however, plead 
guilty to ant!-Sovlet activities.

Dean Acheson, said today that 
the United States Army's 
wartime atomic bomb project 
approved Government 
licences for shipment of 
uranium compounds to Russia

April, In November a_ licence 
was granted for the shipment of 
1,000 grams of heavy water to 
the Flussians. (Heavy water is 
niso used in atomic rescurch). 
The lend-lease records now 
neld by the Department show 
that none of these export leences 
wan permitted without the ap- 
proval of the Government agency 
that developed the atom bomb, 
Mr. Acheson added.
